Fortunately, Quick Decline 


has not made much headway in Tulare county, and the following 
article from the office of the county agricultural commissioner, re- 
counts control measures taken in the past, and what is being. done 
for citrus grower protection in the future.) 


‘VISALIA, Jan. 3 — Coinciding 
as it did with the initiation of 
Meyer lemon-free districts design- 
ed to protect the commercial cit- 
Tus areas is the interior valleys 
from quick decline, the first known 
occurrence of this disease north of 
the Tehachapi mountains was on 
a property near the Kern-Tulare 
county line in 1956, and caused 
considerable concern to the entire 
citrus industry of the area as well 
as to state and county depart- 
ments of agriculture officials. 

An immediate investigation was 
launched by plant pathologists 
from the state department of agri- 
culture to determine whether this 
was the beginning of quick de- 
cline in uncontrollable portions or 
whether measures to combat it 
could be effectively instituted. 
Subsequent investigations led toa 
growing suspicion that the’ infec- 
tion had been caused by using in- 
fected budwood to topwork old 
trees on sour orange rootstocks. 

The budwood used for the top- 
working was traced directly to a 
45-year old navel orchard in Tu- 
lare county. None of the trees in 
the orchard were growing on sour 
orange rootstock, consequently, no 
symptoms of quick decline were 
present in the orchard. However, 
the results of an indexing pro- 
gram on Mexican lime indicator 
plants of all the trees in the bud- 
wood block confirmed the suspi- 
cion that infected budwood was 
indeed the cause of the quick de- 
cline outbreak. Of 817 trees in- 
dexed, 23 were positive in their 
reaction on Mexican lime for tris- 
teza. (Oristeza is the scientific 
term for quick decline.) 

In view of the fact that con- 


servative estimates indicate ap- 
proximately 50% of the rootstocks 
in Tulare county are of the quick 
decline - susceptible sour orange 
type, and that annual tree by tree 
inspections have been made for a 
number of years in the area by 
state department of agriculture 
pathologists and inspectors in the 
office of the county agricultural 
commissioner without finding the 
disease, department of agriculture 
plant p&thologists believe that al- 
though the aphid vector of the 
virus is present in the area, there 
has been no natural spread of the 
disease. 

No further cases of quick de- 
eline were found until the spring 
of 1959 when an inspection crew 
noted 17 suspicious trees growing 
on sour orange: root in a block 
which had been topworked to 
Washington navel orange. Micro- 
scopic examination of phloem tis- 
sue and index tests on Mexican 
lime seedlings confirmed their 
field diagnosis of tristeza. Prep- 
arations to test 276 navel orange 
trees in the block which furnish- 
ed budwood for the topworking 
process were started and in 1960 
the first results of the index tests 
showed that in addition to two 
old trees a single year old replant 
was infected with tristeza. 

It seemed obvious that since 
there was no evidence of natural 
spread of tristeza by a vector, 
that the only logical conclusion 
to be drawn was that the infect- 
ed year old replant resulted from 
using infected propagating ma- 
terial. 

The young replant was deter- 
mined to be a part of a 910 tree 
shipment from a nursery outside

different growers-with about 200 
of the trees going to the owner of 
the young replant. A random 
sample index was made of the 
trees and showed approximately 
45% of them to be carrying the 
virus. These findings strengthen- 
ed the belief that propagation 
with infected budwood was tlie 
answer to the question of how the 
young trees became infected. 

To show conclusively that such 
was indeed the. case, the nursery 
in which the trees had originated 
was visited during the spring of 
1961, and samples were taken 
from 475 trees growing in the 
nhursery rows. Readings of these 
trees on Mexican lime indicator 
plants showed approximately 16% 
of the trees in the nursery were 
carrying the virus. With the co- 
operation and backing of the cit- 
rus industry as a group and ‘as in- 
dividuals, Elvin O. (Butch) Man- 
kins, the Tulare County Agricul- 
tural commissioner, was successful 
in having ‘all known infected trees 
destroyed. 

That the state department of 
agriculture facilities for indexing 
citrus trees on the large scale nec- 
essary to rapidly locate the in- 
fected trees were being over-taxed, 
was shown by the length of time 
necessary between finding the in- 
fected young replant and the tests 
made in the nursery of origin.

There 
Was a need to determine the inci- 
dence of tristeza in trees on tol- 
erant rootstocks and to pay par- 
ticular attention to trees known 
to come from the infected nursery 
in which the trees had originated 
so that infected trees could be de- 
stroyed. 

The indexing program has evoly- 
ed as a citrus industry-county- 
state cooperative project with the 
industry providing the materials 
and leasing greenhouse space while 
the county furnished part of the 
man-power for the greenhouse 
and the State providing special 
supplies and technical aid to the 
program. 

In January, 1962, a wood-fram- 
ed, plastic-covered glasshouse con- 
structed especially for this pro- 
gram near Ivanhoe by Earl Bly 
and his two sons, Art and Kenny, 
was occupied. The house, which 
measures 110 ft. by 24 ft., con- 
tains 1,400 square ft. of bench 
space. It has an annual indexing 
capacity of 4,000 trees per year. 
The first tests using the industry 
greenhouse were started during 
June of 1962. It is anticipated 
that 350-400 trees’ per month 
can be indexed using these facili- 
ties.

“This new dam is primarily to 
regulate and even out the flow of 
the river so that we can use our 
water most effectively,” Larson 
says.
